Applicants herein elect with traverse Group I, claims 13-21, drawn to methods of 
encapsulating pollutants, for prosecution in this application. Applicants submit that the 
claims have a novel shared technical feature. To wit, the claims share the novel technical 
feature of a nanocavity that is used to encapsulate pollutants. 

Further, the Examiner has required two species choices to be made which are 
choices between: 

two species of polymers: l)dendrimeric polymers having symmetrical chemical 
structure; and 2) non-symmetric hyperbranched polymers; and 

two species of polymer forms including: 1) powder and 2) thin film. 

Applicant chooses, with traverse, the non-symmetric hyperbranched polymers in 
powder form. Applicant respectfully requests the right to file a divisional application 
directed to the unelected claims.
